He was ar- 
rested and given the third degree i+ 
the sweating process, but without 
giving. evidence that he knew anything 
of the crime. 

A few days later Cummings walked 
into a San Francisco newspaper office, 
canfeseed that he had killed the girl, 
and was turned over to the police. 
Cummings's record showed that he 
had been fncarcerated for an extended 
period in one of the asylums for the 
insane in Arizona, but that he had 
fully recovered and was discharged as 
cured. The poalice authorities in San 
Franciteo concluded, however. that 
he was not mentally sound and after 
an examination conducted by expert 
alienista he was pronounced insane and 
committed to the Napa. State Hospital. 
At the Napa hospital Cummings has 
been a model patient and has never 
given the attendants or officials a mo- 
ment’s trouble. Dr. Elmer E. Stone, 
medical superintendent at Napa, kept 
a close watch on Cummings since he 
entered the hospital’and after careful 
observance of the man conciuded that 
Cummings ts not insane. 

Dr. Stone is of the opinion that he 
cannot longer keep Cummings at the 
Napa hospital and will shortly turn 
him over to the authorities to stand 
trial for his brutal crime.

Miles East of City. 


Terrible Odor Causes Suspicions—Report Made to the 


Sheriff’s Office—Ghastiy Corpse of Man or Woman

LOATING at the bottom of a wel! 
on the ‘old H. L. Crinklaw ranch, 
about three miles east of the city

At Blanchard Hall, last might, Wil- 
liam J. Murphy, addressing the Fran- 
cis Murphy Gospel Temperance Asso- 
ciation said, in part: 
“A week ago last Wednesday, I be- 
gan a series of meetings at Second and 


Los Angeles streets. There has been 


much to discourage, but I am not dis- 
couraged, for where the work is most 
needed, we must expect the most op- 
position. I was surprised at the re- 
ception I received. I was told that, 
if I attempted to hold meetings there, 
someone would probably hurt me, but 
when we get the Gospel of the love 
of Christ in our hearts, it casts out 
all fear. I was met with jeering and 
ribaldry, and the mention of the name 
of God brought laughter and cursing. 
The conditions I met show that there 
is something wrong. 

“The future of the State depends 
upon its ability to furnish employment 
for its citizens; to supply them with 
the comforts and necessities of life; 
and to protect each class from being 
robbed of the blessings which God in- 
tended them to have. The unemployed 
congregate in the sections of the city 
where they can get something by 
which they can eke out an existence— 
a giaes of beer and a sandwich for a 
nickel. They gather together and dis- 
cuss their circumstances. Leaders 
spring up among them who have be- 
come diseased with the lowest forms 
of socialistic and anarchistic ideas, 
and they are taught that those who 
have are robbing them of what they 
ought to have. People say they are 
harmiess, but, with starvation urging 
them on, they may g£0 to extreme 
lengths. 

“I met college-bred men down there 
who said: ‘We cannot get work, no 
matter where we turn, nor how we 
try. And all this at a time when 
our country is passing through era of 
prosperity greater than any in its his- 
tory. 


“They asked me what they could do. 
There is but one thing that can be 
done. The men who have turned their 
faces away from the soil must return 
again to the soil. The farms have 
been practically forsaken. Ten years 
ago we exported an excess of food- 
stuffs, but today our consumption is 
almost equal to our production. 

“I believe the time is coming when 
the cities of the United States will 
have to establish labor bureaus where 
men may register and have their 
abilities examined, that the worthy 
may fF: put in communication with 


the tho¢e who wish men who can be de- 


pended on, for I know that there are 
some men who would not work uniess 
they were absolutely compelied to do 
so. These latier are the ‘ones who 
are going around raising the disturb- 
ances among the unemployed. Im al! 
the harangues which I heard down 
there, not one man told how the work- 
man could iive and save while he had 
work. 

“They say Los Angeles is a dry city: 


that ths saloons are ciosed on Sunday. 


However, that may be, I know that 
there are more arrests for drunken- 
ness on that day than for any other 
cause. 
Which must take in an average of $50 
a day, or a total of over $3,000,008 a 
year. If that money could be turned 
into the business carried on by tne 
merchants of the city. it would go 
a iong way toward solving our uwun- 
employed problem. 

“But tne saloons are not the only 
sources of sorrow. Fivery day I hear 
the bitter words of mothers whose 
daughtems have been led = astray 
through the liquor-selling café. If I 
had t choice of closing fifteen sa- 
joens 
cafés. 1 believe that places where men 
and women can go and drink until 
they do not know what they are doing 
ought to *e prevented from existing.”

BEST ON EARTH. 


FOREIGN SYSTEMS’ INFERIOR. 
SAYS TRAVELER. 


Well-Knewn California Educator | 
Returns from Extended Trip 
Abroad, Where He Made Diligent 
Study of Educational Methods. 
American Ways Are Superior. 


“On the whole we have little to learn 
from the elementary schools abroad; 
even in Germany there are no better 
schools nor more earnest, capable 
teachers than we have in Los Ange- 
les,’ said Dr. Edward T. Pierce, for- 
mer president of the California State 
Normal School yesterday; Mr. Pierce 
and his wife have just returned from 
nearly a two years’ tour of Europe. 

While the trip was taken principal- 
ly for pleasure, the well-known educa- 
tor made a careful study of the school 
system of the countries visited. He 
paid especial attention to the lower 
grades of educational work. 

After viewing the different school 
systems abroad, Dr. Pierce believes 
the excellence of public education in 
these countries has been greatly over- 
rated by many American educators. He 
found the schools of Wales Interesting 
and suggestivé, and thinks American 
teachers have somethings to learn from 
the picked schools of Germany. But, 
as a whole, he considers American 
achools are in advance of any foreign 
achools. 

Dr. Pierce will remain for some time 
with his sister, Mrs. Catherine Pierce 
Wheat, president of the W.C.T.U. Fed- 
eration, who lives at No. 1302 West 
Ninth street. He is a pioneer of-this 
county, having come to Los Angeles 
when the city’s population was but 
11,000. He founded the Normal! schoo! 
at Chico and was president of the io- 
cal normal for about eleven years, 
resigning five years ago. 

“During all our journeys, we met 
with nio accidents or serious delay. I 
have returned to Los Angeles In great- 
ly improved health.” said Dr. Pierce. 
“We visited the British Isles, Holland, 
Denmark, Belgium, France. Germany, 
Switzerland, Turkey, Hungary, Aus- 
tria and Bavaria. On the way from 
Athens to Constantinople, we stopped 
at Smyrna, Asia Minor. 

“Some weeks were spent In cach of 
the Mmteresting cities of London FEdin- 
burgh. Amsterdam, Copenhagen, Pa- 
ris, Berlin, Dresden. Munich, Florence, 
Venice, Rome, Naples, Athens, Con- 
stantinople, Buda-Pest, Carisbad and 
Vienna. 

“Many interesting side-trips were 
taken, including visits to the chateaux 
region of Touratme in France: the hill 
towns of Perugia, and Assisi in Italy; 
the romantic and beautiful cesties of 
Ludwig. the ‘Mad King of Bavaria;:’

WHEN LIBERATED. 


Attempted to Beat Hig Way from 
Hanford to Coalinga Where His 
Brother Was Working—Discovered 
by Yard Men at Lindsay—Fruit 
Tree Quarantine Methods Explained.

PORTERVILLE. Noy. 28.—Antonio 
Miguel, a Mexican laborer, was dis- 
covered by yard workmen the 
freight yard at Lindsay, a_ village 
seven mifes from here, yesterday sealed 
in a box car. Migtiel was barely able 
to crawl from the car when he was dis- 
covered. 

In broken English he explained to 
his liberators that he had a brother 
working in Coalinga, that he had no 
money, and that he crawled into the 
car at Hanford, expecting to be taken 
to that city. He had had nothing to 
eat or drink for seven days when he 
Was released from the car. 

QUARANTINE EXPLAINED. 

P. J. Dreher, president of the Orange 
Growers’ Exchange of San Antonio, Was 
in this city today to register a protest 
against the proposed quarantine, 
which, it is stated, will be established. 
Mr. Dreher had gained the impression 
that there was to be a complete pro- 
hibition of treé importation and his 
visit was to protest for himself and 
other growers of the south against 
the order. He personally owns an 
eighty-acre tract in this dietrict, which 
is to be planted to orange trees and 
others with whom he ie associated, own 
a total area of 300 acres, all of which 
is to be planted this coming spring. 

Mr. Dreher was assured that the 
State regulations were to be followed 
if the quarantine were  esrtabdlished, 
which seems certain at this time. 
means that a liberal number of quar- 
antine stations will be Jecignated, to 
which al! trees may be shipped. There 
they must remain, however, until they 
are given a clean bill of health by the 
inspectors. 

Mr. Dreher stated that an immense 
amount of southern capital is inter- 
ested in Ducor lands, and they are as 
much in sympathy with the Protective 
League work as are the people of this 
county. To the end that they may be 
their share in keeping the county as 
Clean as it is at present, he 
that all trees shipped by himself and 
hig associates will be defollated, 
serubbed: and fumigated, and, before 
being shipped, will passe] by some 
of the best inspectors of the south. It 
is then further agreed that the com- 
missioners of this county will be noti- 
fied when the trees are shipped from 
the south and not a tree will be re- 
moved from the cars until passed by 
the inspector. 
Mr. Dreher was assured that, far 
from there being any disposition here 
to keep southern capital from being tn- 
vested, every effort is being bent to 
just that end.

NOT INVULNERABLE. 


EGRO HAD THE 
LIVES OF A CAT. 


HAD ANOTHER ACCIDENT WHICH 
CAUSED DEATH. 


Fell Under Wheels of Heavy 
Wagon—Ribs Crushed, Lung Punc- 
tured, Lacerated Liver and Kid- 
neye—Had Recovered Several Times, 
But Died from Latest Injuries. 


Dave Trayler, the unluckiest negro 
in Los Angeles, yesterday sustained in- 
Juries, which caused his death last 
night. Trayler had been tempting fate 
for the last two or three years, and 
had always managed to survive. If 
he had recovered from his latest in- 
juries he would have made a new rec- 
ord 


He was the vicitm of a dozen or 
more accidents, gun fights and cutting 
affrays, had always been badly injuréd, 
but always pulled through, after the 
surgeons had given up hope. 

Trayler was 2 years of age, a native 
of Arkansas, and a laborer. He lived 
at No. 2121 Majestic street. 

Yesterday he was driving his wagon, 
heavily loaded with dirt, at Seventh 
and Santa Fé streets, when his bad 
luck caught up with him. The wagon 
jolted over a rough spot in the street. 
Trayler lost his balance and rolled off 
the seat. He fell directly in front of 
the wheels, and the heavy wagon, with 
its load of freight, rolled over his 
chest and abdomen. 

An ordinary man wouldn’t have had 
the nerve to live long after such an ex- 
perience. It wouldn’t have been ac- 
cording to the rules of life and death. 
Travier grinned through his agony and 
forced his breath through his crushed 
lungs on the way to the Receiving Hos- 
pital. He had been terribly injured be- 
fore and he knew how it felt. He also 
knew that he might as well be cheer- 
ful. It couldn't hurt and it might 


help. 

The man was put on the operating 

table while Surgeons Garrett, nynge 
and Wright cut him open. Garrett is 
well acquainted with Trayler’s insides, 
having operated on him two or three 
times. 
It was found that had 
been crushed and splintered.

The at- 
tendant surgeons say that Trayler had 
one chance in a hundred of recovery.

Surgeons Garrett and Tanner 
operated at that time, taking out fif- 
teen inches of the man's intestines. 
They sewed him up and within a few 
weeks Trayler was attending to his 
duties the same as usual.

HE “OUR SET” PROGRAMME. 
That old-man-of-the-sea, a-straddie of the shoul- 
ders of Los Angeles, to wit, Your Uncle Aleck, is 
proving himself, with Machiavellian skill, a master 
mechanician of politics. Since that day in March 
when he won the Mayoralty in a walkover with a 
Socialist opponent—an accident unparalleled in mu- 
nicipal affairs: in America—he has made the best 
use of his opportunities to construct a machine that 


‘is intended to put the complete control of Los An- 


geles in the hands of “Our Set.” 

Uncle Aleck was drafted into the race, as he so 
frequently reminds the people, by the bosses of “Our 
Set,” and after a score of big, able men had re- 
fused a nomination. That they refused is impor- 
tant because at the time many of them did not like 
the idea of being a mere catspaw for Earl, Lissner 
end others whe purpose rich reprisals on the city 
after they have absolute control. The men who 
refused probably understood that the rervice in the 


executive chair meant stultification. Some of them, 


it is true, fled from the recall provision of the char- 
ter, a.fad that the bosses find their best club under 
come circumstances.

The “90 per cent. inside the 
civil service fence that were against me,” as Uncle 
puts it, are a part of the civil service anathema. 

But now what? The tip is in circulation that if 
Unele is reélected there will be a “new deal.” Ad- 
ministration claquers do not hesitate.to point out 
that Uncle Aleck, with a Council to back him up, 
will remove the commission, appoint a new one, 
remove the chiefs of the fire and police forces, the 
park superintendent and the health officer and thus, 
with a subservient commission and subservient heads 


of departments, put the “new deal” into effect. And 


that means that the City Hall is to be cleaned out, 
as Uncle Aleck has expressed it, “of undesirable 
persons from another régime.” 

This is a desperate promise to make. It dem- 
onstrates how big the game is that the recall bosses 
ere playing. They are sure that Uncle Aleck will 
name the new Harbor Commission and they want 
him to name the new member of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. If the Council is pliant enough to ap- 
prove the removal of a Civil Service Commission 
that has interposed the most serious obstacle to 
Uncle Aleck’s machine, would it hesitate to ap-

The way in which the Mayor has heid 
up matters which passed the Council until he has 
wrung them dry of political compromises and ex- 
pedients has been as a disclosure of what is com- 
ing. Intelligent observers know that every matter 
of administrative policy, of executive authority, 
which contains the least opportunity for practical 
politics has been scrutinized and checked up by the 
Municipal League, that tangible organization. which 
the bosses own, and the politica] benefits have been 
exhausted. The past month has demonstrated that

E “PARIS OF AMERICA.”

silver spoon, in the shape of the Comstock lode 
that gave the city by the Golden Gate renewed life 
and founded many of its fortunes and palaces. 

Thirty years ago, in the opening of the eighties, 
came Denis Kearney, with his preposterous ap- 
peals to the baser passions. One result of this 
agitation was the New Constitution, a freak set of 
laws under which the State still suffers. 

All thought of the earlier fires, and other trou- 
bles were lost in the great catastrophe that oc- 
curred three years ago last spring. The manner 
in which San Francisco has risen from this dis- 
aster is one of the marvels of the century, but it 
will never be the same old ’Frisco to those who, as 
young men, knew and loved and enjoyed it, during 
the Bohemian days of the seventies and early 
eighties. 


And since then, quite recently we have learned | 


that San Francisco has chosen for her chief mag- 
istrate a bulldozing, blackmailing labor leader by 
the name of’ McCarthy. That she should do this, 
returning like the dog to her vomit, after such bit- 
ter experience under the Schmitz-Ruef regime is 
certainly a legitimate cause for 
However, it is the unexpected that usually happens 
in San Francisco.

The Times has advised its readers from time 
to time, ever since the Gould railroad interests 
started to build a transcontinental line westward 
from.
